ABANDON HOPE OF 
RESCUING MINERS 


Heart Broken Women Leave Mouth 
of Mine at Cherry—Death List 
Will Exceed 400. 


_ Cherry, Ill, Nov. 15.—Nothing 
lives in the St. Pau! mine The 
shafts and drifts were partly explor- 
ed today by men wearing oxygen 
helmets. They met great piles of 
bodies, but were unable to remove 
them. 

The unsealing of the main entrance, 
however, caused the fire to flare up 
again in the miles of soft coal iun- 
nels. 

Tonight the air tight cover is over 
the opening again, and hope is dead 
even in the hearts of the dazed and 
heart-broken women and the lamps 
in the rows of cottages are out. 

A house to house canvas resu ted 
in the names of 256 men and boys 
known to have been in the mines, 
but the pay rolls show that 
were 838 in the mine only of cay 
laborers, T. W. Taylor, gener 
superintendent of the mine, adm‘, a 
fear that the dead may exceed 400, 
and a high official of the mine, whu 
is in a position to know the ‘acts, 
stated today that there were 585 men 
in the morning shift in the mine and 
preparing to quit work when the fire 
broke out.

LINE THROUGH SOLID ROCK 


C.P.R. to Reconstruct Railway in 
Famous Fraser Canyon. 


Vancouver, B.C., Nev. 15.—The sur- 
veys have been completed for many 
dollars worth of construction work 
on the line of the C.P.R. between 
Lytton and a point to the west of 
Hope. The line is to be straightened 
and the grades reduced in order that 
passenger and freight traffic may be 
handled more expeditiously, and at 
less cost than is possible at present. 
The distance embraced in the laco- 
tion surveys just finished is between 
65 and 70 miles and both the Thomp- 
son and Cascade sections will be ef- 
ected. The principal part of the 
reconstruc’ion will be performed on 
the famous Fraser Canyon through 
which the railway runs for about 61 
miles. Every inch of the line through 
the Canyon will be cut out of solid 
rock and the cost per mile will avete 
age approximately $30,000. 

Despite the heavy expenditure «n 
this section of the railway the ne 
was permitted to follow the lines of 
least resistance when meeting walls 
of solid rock, and the consequence 
was that it zig zagged through the 
canyon, taking much the same course 
as that pursued by the river in ite 
tortuous course. Curve follows curve 
ell the way through the eanyon and 
many of them are very sharp.

This is exclusive of the Major 
leagues and represents the number of 
towns supporting league teams under the 
national agreement. These 256 cities 
make up 39 leagues and give employment 
fo more than 7,000 playersgMajor league 
property interests, with a, big parks 
by Pittsburg’s and Philadelphia’s figur- 
Ing, represent large sums, but the minor 
league interests amount to fully $20,000,- 
OM. The plans range from the small 
$5,000 parks to the $125,000 plants in 
Indianapolis and San Vrancisco. Last 
reason 25,000,000 people paid to see Na- 
tional Association games, while the fin- 
ancial transactions ran into millions. 

The National Association is the watch- 
dog of baseball, Outside of the big lea- 
gues it protects the public by guarantee- 
ing clean baseball and blocking wildcat 
and outlaw organizations. It also pro- 
fects and advances players. Farrell over- 
sees four-fifths of the country’s baseball.
